Following this, another set of 
keys is pressed to enter in the m a­ 
chine the rate for

customer. T hat’s all the human 
op­ 
erator does. Necessary additions, de­ 
ductions 
and 
m ultiplications 
are 
m erely a m atter of a few buzzes and 
jerks and the completed invoice and 
ledger sheet is ready to be delivered 
and posted, respectively. 
This refinement in office equipment 
is merely one indication of efficiency 
“of the city plant. 
A t the plant itself the work of gen­ 
erating electric power and distribut­ 
ing it to the consumer is largely 
a 
m atter of autom atic machinery. And 
now at the office, the equally im port­ 
a n t work of correctly billing custom ­ 
ers is removed as far as possible from 
human error by this autom atic bill­ 
ing and calculating machine.

RAKED FOR STRANGLING 
MALDEN’S “GOLDEN GOOSE” 


We don’t know just 
w hat Simon 
Loebe’s purpose or intention was last 
week when, through the editorial col­ 
umn of his Charleston 
Enterprise- 
Courier, he made a futil attem pt to 
discredit the local Municipal Electric 
Light and Power Plant. Editor Loebe 
took his cue from an article printed 
in one of the St. Louis papers, 
and 
by his own admission his ability 
to 
“read between the lines” told 
him 
th a t the local light plant m ust have 
had 
hard 
sledding. 
But 
Editor 
Loebe’s ability is not as great as he 
had estimated it, or either he 
had 
been misinformed, and in the latter 
event, the next time he speaks 
we 
hope he does a little investigating 
before he breaks out into print. 
According to the E-C’s editorial 
and here is where 
Loebe 
strays— 
Malden voted 
a $10,000 
bond issue 
which was to have been paid off 
in 
1897, but which had not yet been 
paid. 
The truth is, the 1897 bond is­ 
sue was for the erection of Malden s 
first Muny Plant, and that bond 
is­ 
sue has been paid off so long ago that 
it is ancient history. 
We presume 
the $10,000 indebtedness 
which edi­ 
tor Loebe had reference to, 
though, 
is the balance on a $40,000 bond is­ 
sue, which was voted in 1911, when 
Malden saw fit to enlarge and mod­ 
ernize the plant. 
At th a t time an 
entire new plant was built, and the 
bonds are not yet due. 
Another point that was worrying 
Loebe, was the fact that since 
the 
Malden plant was earning 
approxi­ 
mately $1100 a month, why the bond­ 
ed indebtedness, interest and all had 
not been paid off. 
For Loebe’s bene­ 
fit, we can explain where this money 
is going. 
Some ten months ago, Mal­ 
den 
undertook 
another 
expansion 
program for the plant, involving the 
installation of 
new 
Diesel engines, 
and other new equipment am ounting 
to an expenditure of $47,000. 
And, 
all of this was completed w ithout 
a 
bond issue. 
Now, $600 out of this 
$1100 is being 
paid 
monthly 
for 
these recent improvements, and 
the 
balance goes into the general reve­ 
nue fund. 
From a former Malden citizen, the 
Enterprise states th a t it obtained the 
information th at Malden has an ex­ 
cessive tax rate. 
We, of course, don’t 
know who the form er citizen was, but 
no doubt he misinformed the E nter­ 
prise, because Malden has a 
very 
low property tax assessment, our pro­ 
perty assessment being on a 33 1-3 
per cent basis, and the total assess­ 
m ent being but $620,000, wh'ch 
is 
less than half w hat Charleston's as­ 
sessm ent is. 
If every dollar of Mal­ 
den’s taxes at the present rare of 25c 
for general revenue purposes was col­ 
lected it would give the city about 1 
$1500 to pay the operating expense • 
of this municipality, and it should be 


readily seen by even the most doubt­ 
ful, as to where this city wuold 
be 
w ithout the Muny Light and 
Power 
P lant. 
The $1500 collected on taxes 
for the general revenue fund, would 
not even pay for the lighting system 
here, which consist of 
29 
250 C-P 
ligh ts and 100 bracket lights which 
are not taken into consideration in 
arriving at the $1100 m onthly profits 


of the plant. 
Besides this Malden has an annua 
m aintenance of $2000 for the 
fire 
departm ent; $1800 for the police de­ 
partm ent; $1600 for the street clean- 
. 
$2,00 jng department, besides the m ain­ 
tenance of trucks, and other equip 
m ent used in administering the 
af 
fairs of the city. And, in the past six 
years $15,000 from the profits of the 
ligh t 
and 
water 
plant have been 
spent in Civic Improvements, other 
th a n the Muny Plant. 
F rom all reports 
Malden 
spends 
I m ore annually for sanitation 
th an 
any town of like size in this district. 
T his City has just recently purchas­ 
ed a site for a children s playground 
and recreation center, and this is now 
being landscaped by a landscape ar­ 
tist and is all being paid for out of 
the profits of the Muny Plant. Mal­ 
den has no outstanding current obli 
gations or financial difficulties at this 
tim e. 
All her obligations are 
m et 
, 1 prom ptly when due. 
City w arran ts 
are worth 100 cents on the dollar and 
are legal tender anywhere. 
Malden’s 
light rates are as low as any town in 
th is section that is being served by a 
U tility 
Company. 
We 
wonder 
if 
Charleston 
can 
meet us on 
equal 
ground 
on 
some, 
or any, 
of the 


above ? 
Malden is not complaining of 
its 
bonded indebtedness and Charleston 
is, as E ditor Loebe says that the p res­ 
ent indebtedness of that city is such 
th a t they could not even consider 
a 
municipal plant at this time. 
Malden ha< not 
retrenched 
even 
during this period of depression. City 
em ployee’s salaries have not 
been 
cut, the departm ents of the city have 
all been m aintained as before, 
and 
the tax assessm ent has not been rais 
ed a cent. 
Malden w as the pioneer in muni 
cipal ownership in this 
section. 
It 
has not at any time, or is not now, 
sorry that it has its municipal plant, 
and same CANNOT be purchased by 
a U tility Company, as much as they 
would like to have it, and have made 
various attem p ts to bargain for it. 
We have no criticism 
for 
editor 
Loebe, if he wishes to oppose muni 
cipla ownership of power plants, and 
he m ay court the favor of the utility 
company that serves 
the 
City 
of 
Charleston to his heart’s content by 
jumping on muny plants, for all we 


care, but before he lopes on to Mal­ 
den’s Muny Plant again, we tru st that 
he w ill investigate the subject thor­ 
oughly and know whereof he speaks, 
before he speaks.— Malden Merit.

No. 3 cans, and will have a capacity 
of approximately 500 No. 2 cans per 
day.

which are starting there is a commit­ 
tee with a chairman who will sched­ 
ule and give dates to people wishing 
to can. 
If they cannot pay for 
the 
cans toll will be taken, the toll may 
seem high, but it must be remember­ 
ed that the cost of the cans and gas­ 
oline amount to almost half of 
the 
wholesale price of a filled can. 
The 
toll will be labeled, and handled by 
local merchants, the money recevied 
therefrom being

We don’t know just 
what Simon 
Loebe’s purpose or intention was last 
week when, through the editorial col­ 
umn of his Charleston 
Enterprise- 
Courier, he made a futil attempt to 
discredit the local Municipal Electric 
Light and Power Plant. Editor Loebe 
took his cue from an article printed 
in one of the St. Louis papers, and 
by his own admission his ability 
to 
“read between the lines” told

that the local light plant must have

sledding. 
But 
Editor 
Loebe’s ability is not as great as he 
bad estimated it, or either he 
had 
been misinformed, and in the latter

before he breaks out into print. 
According to the E-C’s editorial

Malden voted 
a $10,000 
bond issue 
which was to have been paid off 
in

paid. The truth is, the 1897 bond is­ 
sue was for the erection of Malden’s 
first Muny Plant, and that bond

it is ancient history. 
We presume

At that time an 
entire new plant was built, and the 
bonds are not yet due. 
Another point that was worrying 
Loebe, was the fact that since 
the 
Malden plant was earning 
approxi­ 
mately $1100 a month, why the bond­ 
ed indebtedness, interest and all had 
not been paid off. For Loebe’s bene­ 
fit, we can explain where this money 
is going. Some ten months ago, Mal­ 
den 
undertook 
another 
expansion 
program for the plant, involving the 
installation of 
new 
Diesel engines, 
and other new equipment amounting 
to an expenditure of $47,000. 
And, 
all of this was completed without a 
bond issue. 
Now, $600 out of this 
$1100 is being 
paid 
monthly 
for 
these recent improvements, and 
the 
balance goes into the general reve­ 
nue fund. 
From a former Malden citizen, the 
Enterprise states that it obtained the 
information that Malden has an ex­ 
cessive tax rate. We, of course, don’t

leader, Grant wrote in his Memoirs: 
“As I found the family congenial my 
visits became frequent”. 
But that does not explain it all, for 
in the family there was a daughter, 
Julia, just seventeen years of 
age.

A year later, in 1846, Grant return­ 
ed to the Dent home, and

formal consent to their engagement. 
He did not return until the Mexican 
was was over and his command was 
back in the United States in 1848.

home community groups and canning 
clubs. 
New 
Madrid, 
Canalou 
and 
Matthews were the last visited. 
Some of the communities are get* 
ting underway immediately with the 
earning work, while others will be 
underway by spring. 
The 
Portage- 
ville and Marston groups have order­ 
ed equipment 
The Canalou group 
has its equipment already, and New 
Madrid Club plans 
to order 
right 
away. 
Owing to difficulty in raising 
money the Matthews group does not 
feel that they will get under way be­ 
fore spring. This also is the opinion 
of Parma and Gideon. 
The 
equip­ 
ment consists of a hotel size pressure 
cooker with gasoline burner attach­ 
ment and a sealer. 
Empty store rooms have been se­ 
cured in each of the four communities 
for the canning kitchen. The 
hotel 
size retort holds 48 No. 2 cans or 30 
No. 3 cans, and will have a capacity 
of approximately 500 No. 2 cans per 
day. 
In each of 
the 
communities 
which ate starting there is a commit­ 
tee with a chairman who will sched­ 
ule and give dates to people wishing 
to can. 
If they cannot pay for 
the 
cans toll will be taken, the toll may 
seem high, but it must be remember­ 
ed that the cost of the cans and gas­ 
oline amount to almost half of 
the 
wholesale price of a filled can. 
The 
toll will be labeled, and handled by 
local merchants, the money recevied 
therefrom being used to buy more 
cans. 
It is believed that 
this will 
help the situation 
very 
materially 
for people who have no way to can, 
but who have produce that they could 
can. 
Very few people can store and 
save sweet potatoes, there will be a 
good quantity of these which can be 
canned. 
Field corn will also be in abund­ 
ance, as well as pumpkins, cowpeas in 
the roasting ear stage, hominy, fruit, 
beans, beets, spinach, mustard and a 
few other vegetables. 
Canalou has 
already 
ordered its 
cans and will be in operation within 
the next day or so.
